NAVY NOTiriED OF THE DECLARATION 


Wa43hington, April 6.—^President Wilson today at 
1:11 o'clock, signed the resolution of congress declaring a 
state of war between the United States and Germany. . 


The president also signed a proclamation formally de- 
claring a state of war between the United States and Ger- 
nmny. 


In the proclamation he calls upon American citizens 
to give support to all measures of the government. 


All the naval, militia and naval reserves were called to 
the colors with the president's signing of the war resolu- 
tion. 


The navy department immediately wirelessed or tele- 
graphed all its stations, navy yards and ships as follows:. 


"The president has signed an act of congress which 
declares that a state of war exists between the United 
States and Germany." 


By the signing of the resolution the war which Ger- 
many has been actually making on the United States for 
many months is recognized in official form, and the United 
States thus announces to the world its determination to 
take up what President Wilson characterized in his ad- 
dress to congress as Germany's challenge to all the world, 
her war against humanity. 


Speaker Clark has signed the resolution soon after it 
passed the house in the early hours of the morning, and 
Vice President Marshall had signed it soon after the sen- 
ate had convened. The engrossed copy was sent at once 
to the white house. It was waiting for the president when 
he returned from a short walk with Mrs. Wilson. 


The president si^ied the resolution with a pen handed to him by 
Mrs. Wilson and which he will preserve. The act was done in the exec- 
utiv© mansion. 


The president then went to lunch and later to the cabinet meeting. 
Cabinet members took to their meeting today details of the mili- 
tubTy, financial an deconomic mobilization of the resources of the 
country for presentation to President Wilson. 


Secretary Houston said local meetings would be held in aU parts 
of the country to get exact facts on production. The department olf 
agriculture he said he will carry on a comprehensive campaign to in- 
crease production and cheapen methods of distribution.

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES: 


A PROCIiAMATION. 


Whereas, The congress of the 
United States in the exercise of 
the constitutional authority vested 
in them have resolved by joint res- 
olution of the senate and house of 
representatives bearing date this 
day, that a state of war between 
the United States and the imperial 
German government which 
has 
been 
thrust 
upon 
the 
United 
States, 
Is hereby 
formally 
de- 
clared; 


Whereas, It is provided by sec- 
tion 4067 of the revised statutes 
as follows: 
"Whenever there Is 
declared a war between the United 
States and foreign government or 
any invasion or predatory incur- 
sion Is perpetuated, attempted or 
threatened against the 
territory 
of the United States by any foreign 
nation or government 
and 
the 
president makes public proclama- 
tion of the event, all native citi- 
zens or subjects of a hostile na-« 
'•«on or government being male of 
the age of fourteen years and up-

6.—Appropria- 
tion of $100,000,000 fo ran emergency 
war fund to be used at the president's 
discretion, similar to the $40,000,000 
fund given Presidenet McKinley for 
prosecuting the Spanish war, was at- 
tached today by the senate appropria- 
tions committee to the general defi- 
ciency bill. 


The appropriations committee also 
increased the department of justice 
funds for the prosecution of crime and 
also that of the secret service. 


The $100,000,000 given the presi- 
dent is "for the national security and 
defense and for each and every pur- 
pose" and is to be expended "at the 
discretion of the president" is made 
available at once and to remain avail- 
able until Dec. 31, 1317. The bill now 
carries a total of $164,853,000.

ACTUAL WAR WITH 
GEiMAN EMPIRE IS 
BROUGHT BY HOUSE 


Washington, April 6.—War between the United 
States and Germany became an actuality today, imme- 
diately upon President Wilson's approval of the war reso- 
lution adopted by a vote of 373 to 50 by the house a few 
minutes after 3 o'clock this morning. 


This action has set in motion the government's newly 
planned machinery for mustering military, naval and 
economical ^orces into an aggressive war against 
Germany. 


The resolution passed the house in the same form as adopted by 
the senate Wednesday night. It declares that a state of war exists 
and directs the president to employ all the naval and military forces 
of the United States and resources of the government to carry on war 
to a successful conclusion. Final action on the resolution came after 
seventeen hours of continuous debate and a few minutes afterwards 
Speaker Clark fixed his signature. 
After the resolution is signed by 
Vice President Marshall, it will be 
rushed to the president, who has 
said he would sign it. 


Among the fifty who voted 
against war were 32 republicans, 
sixteen democrats, one 
socialist 
and one prohibitionist. Voting af- 
firmitively 
were 193 democrats, 
177 republicans, two progressives 
and one independent. 


Democratic Leader Kitchin and 
Miss Jeanette 
Rankin, the new 
woman member from Montana, 
were tw? of those who voted neg- 
atively. 
After failing to answer 
to the calling of her name twice 
on the first roll call. Miss R-ankin

Address to Congress Calls 
Forth Hot Accusations 
in Enemy Land. 


Amsterdam,

Weser 
Zeitung, of Bremen, professes amaze- 
ment at

Wilson's speech, 
which it calls an accumulation of mis- 
statements, hateful insinuations and 
one-sided prejudices. The paper says: 
"If a power threw itself into a big war 
without sufficient cause it is the Uni- 
ted States, which believes it is a peace 
power because it is democratically gov- 
erned." 


The Lokal Anzeiger in a violent arti- 
cle says that President Wilson's at- 
tempt to "inveigle the German people 
into a î^volt against the dynasty beats 
anything for sheer hypocrisy in the 
i-ecords of the world." It says the his-

Washin^on, D. 0., April 6.—Persistent but hitherto unconfirmed 
reports of German submarines waiting in the Gulf of Mexico for the 


opening 
of hostilitíes of the United States were further supported to- 
day by advices to the government from Europe. 


The full nature of the government's information is not disclosed 
but it was received from one of the neutrals contiguous to Germany\ 
which has served as a clearing hoiise for German information since the 
severance of diplomatic relations. It was reported at the source of 
origin of the government's information that more than a score of 
German submarines were already in Mexican waters. Persons here 
who have been giving attention to the subject think the.estimate of 
numbers is high, but feel no doubt that German submersibles aire téme- 
where on this side of the Atlantic, most probably in Mexican 
and that some of them have been there since early in February. There 
is no doubt here that if the U-boats are in the gulf they are being sup* 
plied from Mexican shore bases. 


Those who hold these views ai-e also convinced that something 
closely approaching the arrangements proposed by Foreign Minister 
Zimmemiann in his cabled communication intended for General Car- 
ranza, have been achieved and that the whole matter including the 
supplying of submarines from Mexican shores was arranged by Mex- 
ican Minister Zubaran in Berlin.

Anti-German feeling in Rio Janeiro as a consequence is reported 
intense, and talk of a speedy declaration of war is heard in resposuiblio 
circles, the advices state. 


The little republic of Cuba, another American nation, is likely to.

ported the crews inflicted on them Avhen diplomatic relations were 
severed with Germany. At Ellis Island each man will be subjected to 
the same examination given all immigrants and future disposition of 
them will depend upon regulations adopted by the government as to 
the treatment of Germans in this country. 


A pai'ticular problem for which instructions from Washington 
has been asked by the officials here is what shall be done with the 100 
or more women found aboard the seized ships. • They are wives and 
daughters of the officers, who for the most part left Germany after 
the war began to join the men during their enforc^ stay in the United 
States. The order to take control of the ships came to D. F. Malone, 
collector of the pdrt, from Washington shortly after the passage of the 
house of the war declaration and pre-arranged plans were at once set 
in motion. 


German vessels now in United States ports number 91 with a 
gross tonnage of about 600,000. This includes twenty ships in refuge 
in the Philippine Islands, 11 at Honolulu and one at Pago-Pago, a port 
of the Pacific islands. There are 27 German ships at New York anchor- 
ed on both sides of the Hudson river and off Staten Island, five at

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The Issue Now With the Sword 


The United States of America is now in a state of actual war 
wi^ih the German empire. The government at "Washington is mobiliz- 
ing all of the nation's resources for the struggle. President Wilson has 
made it clear heyond cavil that he is for no half-way procedures. 
He 
is leading the preparations—military and financial—for a gigantic 
conflict that may test this nation as it has tested all nations involved 
In the titanic strife now raging. Funds in billions, men in millions are 
called for and will be voted by congress. The nation is to be put in the 
strongest possible state of defense and the war will be Avaged for re- 
sults. Any other kind of war -would be wanton, criminal and a stulti- 
fication of every sentiment and tradition cherished and upheld by the 
republic. 


America does not enter the war for conquest. She wants a foot of 
no territory under German sovereignty. She will demand not a mark 
of German money as compensation for the war. She Avill subscribe to 
no peace that does the people of Germany a shadow of injury. 
Her 
part in this war is defensive that her rights may be secure and her 
honor untarnished. With the same national altruism that pressed this 
country to war against Spain for the Cubans, America is in this war 
for the freedom of humanity and the liberty of the nations from the 
blight and oppression of a militaristic despotism. 


There now stands open to all true Americans but one path and no 
true American will seek other. The countiy is engaged in war with a 
foreign foe. The government must be upheld with undeviating loyal- 
ty in every measure, at every step, in every extremity.

cease the moment the sword is drawn. Differences of sentiment and 
opinion, must be put awa3\ Personal concern must be sunk. It now is 
all Americans for America and God with us for the right. 


The FirsV'Lady Congressman.'' 


Id her initial public functioning the "first lady congressman" 
was—we say it with all chivalrous allowance for the newness of 
things about her and the solemn stresses of the hour—scarcely im- 
pressive.

"We believe that, now the dictum of an overwhelming majority of her 
coUeagues in congress is for national defense and national honor and 
democratic freedom throughout all lands. Miss Rankio will in no wise 
be wanting in loyal support of all measures the country she wants 
to "stand by" may henceforward find necessary to its high purposes. 


Indiana's delegation in congress makes an unbroken roll of hon- 
or. Not one of the fifteen failed by vote to uphold the government and 
the nation. Disquieting gossip, Wednesday, put Congressman Lewis 
.W. Fairfield, of this distict, among those who would vote against the 
war resolution. We are wholly willing to believe that the numerous 
protests wired to Mr. Fairfield by his constituents were quite unnec- 
taiary and that his vote would have stood in any event just as it does 
ftand recorded.

Naturalized Citizens Who 
Went to England Will 
Stay in Fatherland. 


London, April 6.—Lord Newton a few 
days ago in the house of lords, caused 
sunrise by stating that many British 
prisoners at Ruhleben, Germany, had no 
desire to return to England. 
It is now- 
learned that there are about 800 of these 
prisoners, British subjects, who openly 
profess sympathy 
with the 
German 
cause. 


The reason for this large number of 
pro-German British, according to state- 
ments made here, is that they are al- 
most all Germans, bom and bred, who 
acquired British nationalization either in 
England or in some of the colonies, in 
order to escape liability to military serv- 
ice in Germany. 
Most of them left Ger- 
many specially 
for this purpose, and 
after residing on English soil for the 
minimum period requisite to naturaliza- 
tion, they returned to the i^atherland 
and resumed their ordinary life. 
The 
interned prisoners'also include their sons 
and grandsons. 
There are also natives 
of Austria, 
German Switzerland 
and 
liussia, who similarly acquired British 
citizenship. 


There was much 
indignation among 
these pseudo-British at the outbreak of 
the war when they suddenly found them- 
selves interned 
as were 
out-and-out 
Englishmen. 
There were many protests, 
but the police replied that they 
had 
sheltered themselves from military serv- 
ice under their alleged British national- 
ity and must take the consequences. 
At 
first 
tliey were 
carefully distributed 
among the purely Britisli pri.=oncrs for 
observation and espionage purposes. Tho 
lOntilishnieii countered with a 
boycott 
which eventually resulted in the separa- 
tion of the two element."». 


Whenever one 
<>f the 
pro-Germans 
asked for leave, the officer of the day 
would say, "What regiment do you wish 
to join?"' In the end about 3(K) volun- 
teers for the Germany army were ob- 
tained from the camp.

Acts of Disloyalty After 
Declaration of War Will 
Not Be Tolerated. 


For 
several 
weeks 
United 
States 
secret service men 
have 
been 
sta- 
tioned in Fort Wayne and surround- 
infir cities for the purpose of squelch- 
ving at the outset any unpatriotic move 
that might be attempted as a result 
of a declaration of war with Germany. 


This action was taken by the gov- 
ernment as a matter of precaution in 
ail the cities throughout the country. 
As a matter of fact there has been 
practically no trouble in Fort Wayne, 
except now and tlien an outburst of 
disloyalty, as Is true in evfery city. 


Two of the secret service men re- 
cently visited in Hartford City and 
left with a few of the citizens there 
the understanding 
that the 
United 
States government has its eyes open 
all the time. 
The agents are said to 
have had a social chat with a well 
known business man there. 
They told 
him that all persons who are known 
to have made i-eniai-ks of disloyalty 
have been warned to keep still for if 
•war should come the chances are the 
government will show little leniency 
in the dealing with those people who 
become a menace to American inter- 
ests. 
The agents asked how many of 
this class of people lived near Hartford 
City and were told that there were but 
a few. They stated that they had most 
of their names. 


What is true in Hartford City is also 
true in Fort Wayne. 
For some time, 
or ever since it has been known that 
war with Germany Avas inevitable, se- 
cret service men have been here and 
have been quietly at work.

WILSON HOPE

is over, arrangements will have been made comprising many of thfei 
questions which have hitherto seemed to require the arming of the 
nations. ' '

Two Millions of Men to Be 
Brought to Colors Un- 
der New Plans. 


OVER 600,000 TO 


BE IN ARMS SOON 


Nation Prepares for Big 
Struggle and Future 
Security. 


Washington, D. C., 
April 
6.—How 
the grovei-nment plans to laise a war 
a r m y of a million men within a year 
a n d of two million within two years 
was disclosed upon the passage of the 
w a r resolution by the house. 


A bill prepared by the general staff 
and approved by the president for sub- 
jiiission to congress provides for the 
Immediate 
filling 
up of the 
regular 
a-rmy 
and 
national 
guard 
to 
war 
strength of more than 600,uOO by draft 
unless enough volunteers enlist quickly 
and for bringing into the service by 
late summer of the first 500,000 of 
t h e new force of young men between 
t h e ages of 19 and 25 years to be called 
to the colors by selective construption. 


In drafting its program 
the staff 
recognized 
the fact that the 
United 
States must begin at the beginning and 
jtrain first an army of 100,000 officers 
and non-cimrnissioned officers to un- 
dertake the training of the thousands 
of youths who will enter the scrvice 
with no notion of military duty or life. 


Many New Rcgiment.s. 


Expansion 
of the 
present 
regular 
iarmy to its full strength of 
287,000 
enlisted men and 1 1,700 officers means 
many new regiments of all a r m s to be 
created by dividing existing regiments 
and filling each half to war strength 
With volunteers 
or conscripts. 
The 
rational guard i-ogiment.s all of which 
can be «-allefi into the federal sei'vice 
tinder existing law. will have approxi- 
mately H27,0O() men and 10,;i00 officers 
at wiir strength. 
No new 
regiments 
of the guard wf)uld be organized and 
the full limit of the national defense 
act would be invoked to wipe out any 
distinction between federal and state 
for;-es. 
Here also volunteers would be 
received and drafting resorted to only 
v. hen ncce.ssary. 


These two steps would provide 
a 
total force of 61 4,000 men and 22,000 
ofiicers to be supplemented by a re- 
cruit organizati(^n for each unit, mak- 
ing an additional 200,000 men under 
training but to be held in reserve to 
fill gaps in the active army as they 
occurred. 


For five months 
expanded 
forces 
will be subjected to training of a char- 
acter hitherto unknown in this coun- 
try. 
Simultaneously the 
registration 
of all men between the ages of 19 and 
25 will be carried with federal, state 
and municipal authorities 
co-operat- 
ing. 


First Half Million Soon. 


In August or early in September the 
first 
500.000 of this new army, com- 
posed exclusively of young men, sum- 
moned to the colors under the princi- 
ple of universal military service with 
those supi)orting dependents or needed 
by the nation in civil life exempted, 
would Vie assembled for training. From 
the regulars and national guard regi- 
ments would be drawn 
1(10.000 spe- 
cially selected officers and 
non-com- 
missioned t)ITicers who would organ- 
ize, train and command the units of 
the new army. 


A year from now a second increment 
of 500,000 youths would be called out, 
another 1 00,000 officei-s and non-com- 
missioned 
officers would 
be 
drawn 
f r o m the regulars, tTie national guard 
forces or fcom the first section of the 
new army, to officer and train the sec- 
ond section. 


By that time the machinery that had 
been built up would provide enough 
trained officers and non-commissioned 
officers to train a million or more men 
at a time, if that were necessary. 
The 
war 
department 
bill, however, pro- 
poses to authorize now only the first 
two classes of the new army, making 
a total of more than 2,000,000 trained 
troops would 
be 
available 
possibly 
within a year and a half, or In two 
years at most. 


Three Billion for First Year. 


The sum of nearly 
$3,000,000,000 
asked of congress to carry out this pro- 
gram deals only with the first year of 
preparation. 
Behind 
It stands 
the 
need of an equal sum for re-serve sup- 
plies of ammunition, cannon and other 
war material if the army is to be cm- 
ployed in actual war. 
Included in the 
present estimates are the cost of can- 
tonments to house the troops. 
Pre- 
sumably the previous plans of the gen- 
eral staff for sixteen military districts 
will be carried out. 
This would pro-

equipped army di\isions and while it 
is not proposed to create any addi- 
tional tactical units of 
the 
national 
guard steps will be taken to fill in the 
gaps in the present guard structure 
with cavalry, artillerj', engineers 
or 
other special troops, completing the 
tactical organization of those forces on 
sound military lines. 


Staff officers regard the plan pro- 
posed as the most effective that could 
be worked out to meet the 
present 
1 emergency. 
They regard the expan- 
sion 
of the 
regular 
army 
and 
the 
bringing of both forces and the present 
regiments of the guard to full war 
strength as vital, since for five months 
they expect to employ these agencies 
as a huge school from which trained 
officers and non-commissioned officers 
can be turned out. 
No other way pre- 
sents itself to meet the need for of- 
ficers, 
although additional steps are 
I being planned to organize new officers' 
schools and supplement the work of 
j all military colleges and schools now 
I turning out prospective junior officers.

WITHOULDRAFT 


Captain Ryan Thinks 250,000 
Young Men Need No 
Urging. 


OFFICERS IN LINE 


FOR NEW BATTERY 


Towns Near Fort Wayne 
Are Sending in Many 
Recruits. 


Full war strength of 250,000 men 
will be obtained for the army without 
drafting a man. is the belief of Cap- 
tain Thomas Ryan, in charge of the 
Fort Wayne recruiting station. 


"In answer to the first call to make 
up the war quota I am sure that In- 
diana will give her full share," said 
Ryan. 
"It is not the record of the 
young men of this state to wait to be 
drafted. 
The way recruiting is going 
on now I have no doubt but what the 
spirit of former years has been handed 
down to the youth of today." 


The recruiting station has been open 
day and night since the shadow of war 
appeared. 
At all hours Captain Ryan 
has been called to answer 
telephone 
calls from northern Indiana towns rela- 
tive to their duty at this moment. 


Of the eighteen men sent from the 
Fort Wayne station, Friday afternoon, 
two were from Pierceton, three from 
Plymouth, two from Fair Oaks and 
two from Spencerville. 
All of these 
men went to the Infantry. 
They were 
sent direct to Fort Thomas, Kentucky, 
for training. 


Use Hand Grenades. 


Regular army soldiers are being pre- 
pared for every possible kind of 
fight- 
ing which may arise in the coming con- 
flict, Ryan says. 
Although order bas 
not come that United States men are to 
be sent to Europe yet the soldiers are 
being trained in all forms of trench 
fighting. 


Use of hand grenades is being taught. 
The men are being schooled in hurling 
the grenades and in throwing bombs, 
Ryan tells. All infantry men are taught 
use of the grenades, first in hurling 
dummy missiles and then in throwing 
the 
actual 
explosive 
Instruments 
against frame 
figures. 


Best Soldiers on Earth. 


"Man for man the American 
sol- 
dier will show himself to be the best 
fighter 
on earth," says 
Ryan. 
"He 
always has given that account of him- 
self. 
He uses his initiative and is not 
a machine as are the German soldiers. 
Our men are skilled in marksmanship 
and have been hardened by border ser- 
vice. 
Our only trouble is in the num- 
ber of men. 


"Our soldiers are to be thoroughly 
prepared for war. 
If they go into the 
European trenches they will be equip- 
ped as are the best 
fighting 
men of 
England and France. 
We 
have 
the 
money here to equip the men and the 
loyalty to do it." 


Posters Everywhere. 


Army and navy posters urging young 
men to "enlist now" are all about the 
city. 
Bill posting companies have do- 
nated the use of a part of their posting 
space to the government and needs of 
Uncle Sam on land and sea are being 
told in Red, White and Blue "scream- 
ers." 


Moving picture houses are allowing 
army and navy recruiters to make use 
of their machines to extend their ap- 
peal for men. 
Pictures of army life 
are thrown on the screens in a dozen 
show houses. 
Call for 40,000 men for 
the navy appears several times during 
the evening is many theaters.

6.—London 1ms

weather was a scarcity of coal which 
caused .suffering anu)ng. rich and poor 
alike. The coal was in the countiy but 
the difficulty was in getting it to the 
consumers. 


it is true that prices did not soar 
very high as compared with those in 
Paris and Rome, but the dealers did get 
$15 a ton, which is a good price for 
London. 


The shortage of labor made it impos- 
sible for dealers to get coal to many •<)f 
the Schools and these had to be closed. 
To get coal, consumers had to go to the 
dealers or to the yards where it was 
unloaded from the trains. It was there- 
fore not an uncomnmn sight to sec fasli-

T^onight Jaws unite again to celebrate 
the depa^Hbure of their ancestors under 
Moses from Egypt, and again will re- 
peat the hope for the reunion of Judea 
m the Holy Land. But never before was 
that wish expressed so fervently and 
optimisticallj as it will be tonight when 
tbe festival of the Passover begins. 


The present war has put more confi- 
dence into the Jew's belief that he will 
be in Jerusalem before long.

Hebrew religion among hi? followers at 
Mt. Sinai. 


At the close of the services tonight, 
and in orthodox houses tomorrow night 
also, the head of each Jewish household 
chants the prayer, "Next year in Jerusa- 
lem," three times, and the rest repeat it. 


The same words are spoken on the Day 
of Atonement, in the autumn of each 
year, the most important holiday of the 
year. 


Although the Jews are scattered over 
the whole world, and in spite of their 
complete freedom in tne civUized coun- 
tries, they have joined in the movement 
for the rebirth of Jewish rule in Jerusa- 
lem. The Zionist movement is interna- 
tional. 
It's ultimate goal is a Jewish 
nation in Jerusalem,

Zionists are seeking to secure the more 
freedom and better living for the Jews 
now in the Holy Land.

We have but one heart 
to give and that is for the institutions 
represented by 'Old Glory.'" 


All eyes were turnea on the large flag 
as Welch finished speaking. The lashing

Sergt. Merle Teeters and Henry Becker, 
city light employes, who were stationed 
on the building, fired the official salute 
of twenty-one shots at the close of the 
singing.

IaBSSON TBXT-John 31:17-27, « , 44. 
(Read 17 to 44). 


OOLDBN TBXT—Jesus said unto her. 
I am the reiurrecUon, and the life.—John 
11:25. 


This 
lesson 
occurred 
abont 
two 
months before the crucifixion, Jesus 
being in Bethabara at the time of this 
call (See John 10:40; 1:28). 
There 
are four recorded cases of resurrec- 
tion from the dead: Jairus' daughter 
(Matt. 9), the son of the widow of 
Naln (Luke 7), Lazarus, and also Je- 
sus after his crucifixion (John 20). 


I. The Lesson of Unbelief. Bethany, 
the home of Lazarus, is on the south- 
eastern slope of Mt. Oliret, two miles 
from Jerusalem. 
Christ and his dis- 
ciples were on the east side of the Jor- 
dan, having been driven there by the 
hostility of the Jews (John 10:31). He 
purposely delays his stay in that place 
that this event might give an oppor- 
tunity for the manifestation of his 
wonder-working power. 
This 
delay 
was in face of his supernatural knowl- 
edge that Lazarus' sickness had been 
fatal, for he said plainly to his disci- 
ples, "Lazarus is dead." 
Philosophers 
have often called death a sleep, but al- 
ways one from which there was no 
awakening; hence the skepticism of 
these sisters is not surprising. (1) 
They limited the power of Jesus to his 
person—"If thou hadst been here." (2) 
They also limited his power to a cer- 
tain place, "If thou hadst been here" 
(V. 21). 


II. The Lesson of Pain. The suCier- 
Ing of these sisters produced sacrifice 
and self-devotion. 
Suffering brings 
blessing to others. It is also a means 
of self-culture. Suffering drives us to 
the Clhrist, and reveals to us the un- 
realized side of 
Christ's 
character 
(V. 25). 
Jesus Is often never more 
kind than when he seems to be least 
kind. 
In the midst of her skepti- 
cism and pain Jesus gave Martha a 
new and glorious thought about the 
resurrection. 
"I am the resurrection 
and the life." 
If we desire that, all 
we have to do is to get Jesus himself 
(I John 5:12). 
Besurrectlon has to 
do with the body, and life has to do 
with the spirit (John 17:3). 
All will 
ultimately experience resurrection, but 
only those who believe on him re- 
ceive life (John 8:36). 
There is a 
resurrection of life and there Is a 
resurrection 
of 
damnation 
(John 
5:29). 
Martha answered, "Yea Lord, 
I believe that thou art the Christ, the 
Son of God." It is all-Important that 
we should really believe that (John 
20:31; I John 5:1-5). 


III. The Lesson of Love. 
Love al- 
ways manifests Itself in deeds. 
Mar- 
tha secretly and quickly arose and 
left the wailing friends to go and 
meet the waiting Master. 
"The Mas- 
ter is come." 
He still comes, and 
calls to us, and, If, like Martha, we 
spring up gladly to meet him, he will 
fill our lives with blessing and joy. Je- 
sus came to these sisters • individu- 
ally (vv. 21, 28). He had entered the 
danger zone in order to be there 
(V. 8), 
and 
it 
was 
Thomas, 
the 
doubter, who wanted to accompany 
him (v. 16). 
"Jesus wept," not with 
the walling of professional mourners, 
but with the silent, grief-stricken sis- 
ters. 


IV. The Lesson of Power. 
Jesus 
had let natural causes work to their 
fullest extent. 
Coming to the tomb, 
Jesus said (v. 39), "Take ye away 
the stone." It was four days after the 
death of Lazarus before he 
came 
forth. 
Jesus was soon to die and 
rise in three days after his entomb- 
ment. 
The stone had to be removed 
from the tomb of Lazarus; it rolled 
Itself away from the tomb of Christ 
The restrictions which Christ placed 
upon his exercise of power, viz., that 
he allowed Lazarus to die, to be 
buried, and his body to reach the 
point of putrefaction, and not to come 
forth until Jesus himself, in his body, 
was present at the tomb, emphasizes 
the lesson of the restraint of power 
for the glory of God. 
Out of such 
extreme circumstances of seeming im- 
possibility God manifested his glory 
(Rom. 8:28). 


Browning has given us a wonder- 
fully imaginative picture of his re- 
newed life on earth: 
And oft the man's soul aprings Into his 
face 


As if he saw again and heard again 
His sasre that bade him rise. 
And he did rise. 


The effect of the miracle was two- 
fold. 
Many who were present be- 
lieved on Jesus, others did not. 


Some went 
to the Pharisees 
to 
relate what they had seen, only to 
meet with rebuff. 


The remainder of the chapter is oc« 
cupied with the plotting of the Phari- 
sees against Jesus, and from this 
grave there stretches the shadow of 
a cross upon the path of Jesus. 


This miracle ranks next to Christ's 
own resurrection as a demonstration 
of immortality. 


Are we on resurrection 
ground? 
Has the stone been rolled away? 


The resurrection of Lazarus proves 
that our earthly existence is only tem- 
porary, that our real existence is 
eternal.

Plan Jumps to the Front 
as Best Way to Pay 
for War. 


(By Gllson Garner.) 


Wa.=;hington. April 6.—"Income con- 
scription" has jumped to the front as 
one of the issues of the moment. 
Con- 
gress will inelutlc the piibject in the "war 
program" debate. For war piirposes, and 
(luring the war period, let the govern- 
ment fake 
all private 
income above 
?;100;000 a year. That i.-» the gist of the 
proposal, 
lielow that let a sliding scale 
of tax be provided which will run down 
lo 2y.; per cent on incomcs of $.5,000. 
Finally, provide that ])rofit on war sup- 
jdies be restricted to SVo per cent net. 


Tliis would make it possible almost to 
wage a " p a j as von enter" war. 
No 
enishing bonded indebtedness would be 
left to posterity. 


lOngland is raising $7,000,000 a day by 
taxing- cxce.ss incomes ks compared 
with $1,500,000 raised by income taxes 
before the war. 


This plan to conscript wealth comes— 
strange as it may seem—from conserva- 
tive and wealth-owning .sources. 
It is 
seriously advocated iu such a publication 
as Financial America and finds support 
in the 
chamber of commerce 
of the 
United States which has gathered 
a 
special 
committee 
of 
fourteen 
in 
Washington to take-up the matter of 
"Economic Patriotism." 


Would Bar War Profit. 
Speaking of the laAv profit idea, Secre- 
tary Gooiiwin of the chamber of com- 
merce said: 


"Our organization favors the principle 
that the basic of supply of government 
requirements in war and peace from pri- 
vate sources should be at a rate of profit 
so low as to preclude a profit interest in 
war," 


It would seem that the rich man's pride 
and patriotism have both been touched. 
He wi.^hes to show that he is neither 
soft nor utterly selfish, and that he is 
just as ready to lay dowm his riches as 
the poor man is to lay down his hie for 
his country. 


The first evidence of this new "pocket- 
book patriotism" was the announcement 
that the copper mining and smelting 
interests were prepared to furnish the 
government all the copper needed for 
the war at a rate about half the curren 
market rate of copper. 
Then came the 
agreement of ship builders to be content 
to build the new navy on a basis of 10 
per cent profit. It is an open secret that 
Elbert H. Gary of the United States Steel 
corporation has been asked by the coun- 
cil of national defense to do the same 
thing for steel products that the copper 
people have done for copper products. 
A favorable an.^iwer i.s cxpected. 


Favors Conscription of Wealth, 
Financial America says of the plnn to 
conscript wealth: 


"Financial 
authorities 
are 
virtually 
unanimous in holding that the Unite(J 
States government should»«it once adopt 
the policy of radically increasing taxa- 
tion in the event of actual hostilities 
with Germany, slating that one of the 
greatest mistakes of war financing, botJi 
in this couiitry and abroad, has been 
faihire to increase government revenue 
by conscription of individual income. As 
nppo.sed to government loans, it is point- 
ed out that the taxation po]i(;y more 
speedily symbolizes the industrial forces 
of a nation for the support of and army 
in the field and also actually enables 
a country to borrow better by enforcing 
thrift among its people." 


The council of national defense and 
national chamber of commerce commit- 
tees are strongly of the opinion that 
all work for the government should at 
once i»e put on the basis of a small guar- 
anteed profit. 


"Intere.st on bonds of industrial plants 
r.iu.st 
be 
paid," 
explained 
Secretary 
Goodwin. 
"The holders of .«hares in the 
coni))anies must not suddenly be faced 
vith cessation of income. 
The re.sult o? 
a Hmall guaranteed profit would be the 
in.'itant esiabli.shing of industrial credit 
and the complete eliminatiim of stock 
speculation."

Wife of Admiral von Oa- 
pelle in Tokio, Slain by 
Burglar. 


Tokio, March 4.— (Correspondence of 
the 
Associated Press.)—Japanese 
au- 
thorities assert that there is no evidence 
that the recent nnirder of Mrs. Irma 
A on Saldern, daughter of Vice Admiral 
Eduard von Capelle, the German min- 
ister of navy, was an act of vengeance 
upon the German naval chief, and that 
the murder was committed undoubtedly 
by a Japanese burglar. 
The fact that 
the crime occurred at a time when Ger- 
many's unrestricted submarine warfare 
was holding world interest, the authori- 
ties declare, was merely a coincidence. 
Nevertheless, the tragedy is widely dis- 
cussed in diplomatie circles. 


Irma von 
Saldern was 
a beautiful 
woman of 28 years, who passed her time 
in seclusion near the German prisoners' 
camp 
at Fukuoka, 
the southernmost 
island of Kyushu. Her husband. Captain 
Siegffied von Saldern, was one of the 
most prominent German officers taken 
prisoner by the Japanese at the surren- 
der of the German fortress at Tsing Tau. 


Von Saldern was a member of a well 
known German family with a seat at 
Dessau and his marriage with the daugh- 
ter of the German minister waé a happy 
one. In China, Captain von Saldern was 
iin intimate friend of Governor von \yal- 
i deck, the commander of Tsing Tau for- 
1 tress. 
After the capitulation Mrs. von 
Saldern, with her two children, followed 
lier husband to Japan and rented a fash- 
ionable Japanese house near the com- 
])ound in which 
her husband 
was an 
ofiicer-prisoncr. 


Tiiore slio lived quietly, rarely leav- 
ing her children except to visit her hus- 
band and some of his officer friends dur- 
ing their illness. 
A few weeks ago she 
suggested tliat she leave Japan with one 
of her boys, to further his education and 
try to return to Germany. Her husband 
urged her to remain. She consented. 


One morning, when a domestic entered, 
she found her mistress stretched uj)on 
the floor of a bedroom lifeless. An clcc- 
tric cord bound tightly about her neck 
showed that she had been strangled to 
death". 
The police ' reconstructed 
the 
crime in this way: 
Tlie assassin entered 
anned with a poignard or short sword 
and stabbed her. When she became un- 
conscious or helpless, he cut the electric 
wire or cord which connected the lamp 
with a wall fixture and, making a noose, 
choked the woman to death. There were 
evidences that burglary was committed. 


The next net of the tragedy came three 
days later, twenty-four hours after the 
funeral of Mrs. von Saldern. 
Captain 
von Saldorji was inconsolable. 
The fact 
tliat ho had urged his wife to remain 
preyed upon his mind and, apparently he 
did not forgive himself. About the hour 
of his wife's murder, he detached from 
the wall of his house an electric cord 
similar to that with which she was 
strangled, fixed it to the chandelier in 
his salon and committed suicide by hang- 
ing. 


The press maintains silence concern- 
ing the tragedy. 
The police are making 
everv effort to discover the murderer.

Thi.s is what P. H. W. Ro.ss, 
president of the National Marine league, 
declared to me today to be absolutely 
necessary as a war measure. 


HOSS, a national authority on mari- 
time matters, and whose league is con- 
ducting a nation-wide movement to in- 
crease and stabilize 
American 
export 
trade, believes that it will be necessary 
for this government to take over the 
ships being built for foreign owners in 
American yards, and that this can be 
done without injustice to foreign capital, 
which has greatly .stimulated the recent 
expansion of our ship building facilities. 


"If no other way can be found," said 
Ross, "foreign owners ol the large num- 
ber of ships now on the stocks in this 
country 
could become stockholders in 
corporations that would he nominally 
and legally Anrerican, so the ships would 
be subject to the call of the United 
States government. 


"Thus, if a ship owned, for example, 
by Norwegian stockholders in an Ameri- 
can corporation, should be crossing the 
Indian ocean and our munition makers 
suddenly needed a 
cargo of nickel— 
which is produced in New Caledonia— 
the government could commandeer the 
vessel near the point of production with- 
out having prevented her from earning 
dividends meanwhile. 


"As it is, our government 
possesses 
hardly any vessels suitable for auxiliary 
service. 
The British government 
also 
did not possess a single vessel adapted 
for war service at the outbreak of the 
present conflict, 
but the 
British ad- 
miralty knew the dimension, capacity, 
equipment and speed of every 
British 
merchant ship afloat and her where- 
about.". 


"The British, in contrast with our im- 
provident, unprepared way of not doing 
things, permitted their ship owners to 
go on building vos.iels on their own ac- 
count, running them in their ordinary 
trades without any oxpeniie to the na- 
tion, and when the^hour of need struck 
the .government, exercising its right of 
eminent domain, took them over at a 
moment's notice. 


"In the event of war with Germany 
the United States will be even worse off 
as regards nierchant tonnage than in the 
war with Spain." 


"The one great thing, however, that 
stares us in the face is the absolute cer- 
tainty that unless there is a great cliange 
of public opinion throughout the middle 
west, the cost of running and. maintain- 
ing ships under the American flog will 
be so very much greater than under for- 
eign flags tliat the American flag will 
again disappear from the mastheads of 
our ocean carriers.

Projects for New Lines in 
Southern Republic Are 
Under Way. 


Mexico City, March 18.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated 
Press.)—^Rapid 
and immediate extension of railroads in 
Mexico is projected by the department 
of commimica.Li<»nE and public works in 
conjunction with the various state gov- 
ernments. 
Arrangements already 
have 
been begun to complete the lino from 
Santa Lucretia, on the Isthmus of Tehu- 
antepec line, to Merida, Yucatan. 
This 
line when completed will form the con- 
necting link in the north and south route 
from Ciudad Juarez, on the American 
border,* to Merida. 
It will run through 
San Juan 
Bautista in 
Tabasco and 
Campeche. 
The state of Yucatan, one 
of the most prosperous in the republic, 
will finance the new line in conjunction 
with various electric lines 
connecting 
with it. This right of way formerly was 
controlled by 
a concession to foreign 
capital but the concession was declared 
forfeited because the holdeers failed to 
complete the work according to its terms. 


Another projected line will connect the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts of M«^co, 
traversing the country from east to west 
from Tampico, the m&ln Atlantic oil 
port, to San Bias, state of Nayrit, for- 
merly the territory of Tepic. 
This route 
will link up Agus Callentes, Zacatecas 
and other important cities with the lino 
of the Southern Pacific of Mexico, which 
now has extended its line from Nogales 


to Sompostcla, a short distance south 
of the city of Tcpic. 


Notice iins been given by ti;.' depart- 
ment of communications to the South- 
ern Pacific company that 't nnist con- 
tinnc its line from Compostela to IJuaila- 
lajara. according to its concession, and 
begin this work of construction at oiico, 
or the concession under which the com- 
pany operate.^! in Mexico will be de- 
clared void. The distance involved is not 
great, but construction involves several 
complicated engineering problems, includ- 
ing two long tunnels through the moun- 
tains. 
The original concession provides 
for a bonus of 12,500 pesos per kilometer 
(about three-fifths of a mile) from the 
government to the company for con- 
struction of this line. 
The department 
of communications in its warning to th« 
Southern Pacific company declares the 
government will oiTer every aid in the 
building of the line, including 
financial 
assistance and expediting of supplies.

In the proclamation he calls upon American citizens

All the naval, militia and naval reserves were called to 


the colors with the president's signing of the war resolu- 
tion. 


The navy department immediately wirelessed or tele- 


graphed all its stations, navy yards and ships as follows:. 


"The president has signed an act of congress which 


declares that a state of war exists between the United 
States and Germany." 


By the signing of the resolution the war which Ger- 


many has been actually making on the United States for 
many months is recognized in official form, and the United 
States thus announces to the world its determination to 
Jake up what President Wilson characterized in his ad- 
dress to congress as Germany's challenge to all the world, 
her war against humanity. 


Speaker Clark has signed the resolution soon after it 


passed the house in the early hours of the morning, and 
Vice President Marshall had signed it soon after the sen- 
ate had. convened. The engrossed copy was sent at once 
to the white house. It was waiting for the president when 
he returned from a short walk with Mrs. Wilson. 


The president signed the resolution with a pen handed to him by 


Mrs. Wilson and which he will preserve. The act was done in the exec- 
utive mansion. 


The president then went to lunch and later to the cabinet meeting.

BY THE.PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES: 


A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, The congress of the 


United States In the exercise of 
the constitutional authority vested 
In them/have resolved by joint res- 
olution ol the senate and house of 
representatives bearing date this 
day, that a state of war between 
the United States and the imperial 
German government which has 
been thrust upon the United 
States, is hereby formally de- 
clared; 


Whereas. It is provided by sec- 
tion 4087 of the revised statutes 
aa follows: 
"Whenever there Is 


declared a war between the United 
State* and foreign government or 
any Invasion or predatory incur- 
slon Is .perpetuated, attempted or 
threatened against the territory

WAR WITH, 


GERMAN EMPIRE IS 


BROUGHT BY HOUSE 


Washington, April 6.—War between -the United 


States and Germany became an actuality todaj\ imme- 
diately upon President Wilson's approval of the war reso- 
lution adopted by a vote of 373 to 50 by the house a few 
minutes after 3 o'clock this morning. 


This action has set in motion the government's newly 


planned machinery for mustering military, naval and 
economical 
forces into an aggressive war against 


Germany. 


The resolution passed the house in the same form as adopted by 


the senate Wednesday night. It declares that a state of war exists 
and directs the president to employ all the naval and military forces 
of the United States and resources of the government to carry on war 
to a successful conclusion. Final action on the resolution came after 
seventeen hours of continuous debate and a few minutes afterwards 
Speaker Clark fixed his signature. 
After the resolution is signed by 
Vice President Marshall, it will be 
rushed to the president, who has 
said he would sign it. 


Among the fifty who voted 


against war were 32 republicans, 
sixteen democrats, one socialist 
and one prohibitionist. Voting af- 
firmitively 
were 193 democrats, 


177 republicans, two progressives 
and one independent. 


Democratic Leader Kitchin and 


Miss Jeanette Eankin, the new 
woman member from Montana, 
were two of those who voted neg- 
atively.

Naturalized Citizens Who 


Went to England Will 


Stay in Fatherland. 


, April 6.—Lord Newton a few 


days ago in the house of lords, caused 
surprise by stating that many British 
prisoners at Ruhleben, Germany, had no 
desire to return to England. It is now 
learned that there are about 800 of these 
prisoners, British subjects, who openly 
profess sympathy 
with the German 


The reason for this large number of 


pro-German British, according to state- 
ments made here, is that they are al- 
most all Germans, born and bred, who 
acquired British nationalization either in 
England or in some of the colonies, in 
order to escape liability to military serv- 
cc in Germany. Most of them left Ger- 
many specially 
for this purpose, and 


after residing on English soil for the 
minimum period .requisite to naturalizi- 
ion, they returned to the Fatherland J 
and resumed their-ordinary life. 
The" 


nterned prisoners also include their sons 
and grandsons. There are al»o natives 
if Austria, 
German Switzerland 
and 


llusula, who similarly acquired British 
citizenship. 


There was much 
indignation among 


,hosc pseudo-British at the outbreak of 
he wnr when they suddenly found them- 
selves interned 
as were out-and-out 


Englishmen. There were many protests, 
jut the police replied that they had 
sheltered themselves from military scrv- 
ce under thrir alleged British national- 
ty and must take the consequences. At 
irst 
they were 
carefully distributed 


among the purely British prisoners for 
iliservation and espionage purposes. Tin 
KnKlishmon countered with a boycott 
whirli eventually resulted in the separa- 
tion of the two elements.

asked for leave, the officer of the day 
would say, "What regiment do you wish 
to join!"

For ievera.1 weeks United States 


•ecret serrioe men have been sta- 
tioned in Fort "Wayne and surround- 
ing cities for the purpose or squelch- 
ing at the outset any unpatriotic move 
that might be attempted as a result 
of a declaration of war with Germany. 


This action was taken by the gov- 


ernment as a matter of precaution in 
all the cities throughout the country- 
As a matter of fact there has been 
practically no trouble in Fort Wayne.

disloyalty, as is true in evfery city. 


Two of the secret service men re- 
cently visited In Hertford City and 
left with a few of the citizens there 
the understanding that the Uniteu 
States government has Its eyes open 
all the time. The agents are Bald to 
have had a. social chat with a well 
known business man there. They told 
him that all persons who are known 
to have made remarks of disloyalty 
have been warned to keep still for if 
war should come the chances are the 
government will show little leniency 
In the dealing with those people who 
become a menace to American inter- 
ests.

Many Now lU-gtmcnt*. 


Expansion of the present regular 


army to its full strength of- 2S7.000 
enlisted men and 11.700 officers means 
many new regiments of all arms to be 
created by dividing existing regiments 
«nd filling each half to war strength 
With volunteers or conscripts. 
The 


national guard regiments nil of which 
can be called into the federal service 
under existing law. will have approxi- 
mately 327,000 men and 10,300 oftlcors 
nt war strength. 
No new regiments 


of the guard would bo organized and | 
the full limit of the national defense 
act would bo Invoked to wipe out any 
distinction between federal and state 
forces. Here also volunteers would be 
received and drafting resorted to only 
when necessary. 


These two steps would provide a 


total force of 614,000 men and 22,000 
officers to be supplemented by a re- 
cruit organization for each unit, mak- 
ing an additional 200,000 men under 
training but to be held in reserve to 
nil gaps in the active army as they 
occurred. 


For five months expanded 
forces 


will be subjected to training of a char- 
acter hitherto unknown in this coun- 
try. 
Simultaneously the registration 


of all men between the ages of 19 and 
25 will be carried with federal, state 
End municipal authorities co-operat- 
ing. 


First Half Million Soon. 


In August or early in September the 


first 500,000 of this new army, com- 
posed exclusively of young men, sum- 
moned to the colors under the princi- 
ple of universal military service with 
those supporting dependents or needed 
by the nation In civil life exempted, 
would be assembled for training. From 
the regulars and national guard regi- 
ments would be drawn 100,000 spe- 
cially selected officers and non-com- 
missioned officers who would organ- 
ize, train and command the units of 
the .new army. 


A year from now a second increment 


of 500,000 youths would be called out, 
another 100,000 officers and non-com- 
missioned officers would be drawn 
from the regulars, ttie national guard 
forces or from the first section of the 
new army, to officer and train the sec- 
ond section. 


By that time the machinery that had 


teen built up would provide enough 
trained officers and non-commissioned 
officers to train a million or more men 
at a time, if that were necessary. The 
•war department bill, however, pro- 
poses to authorize now only the first 
two classes of-the new army, making 
a total of more than 2,000,000 trained

Three Billion for First Year.

New Deal for Workingfnen 


Under New Law Spreads 


Over Republic. 


Paris, April 6.—Another step toward 


making the laborer a business partner, 
participating in both the 
profits and 


management of enterprises in which he 
is employed, is being tafen in France. 
The senate has adopted the principle of 
a bill amending corporation laws so as 
to permit the allotment of shares to 
workmen collectively in any establish- 
ment to be held for all employes of one 
year's standing or more, for the dis- 
tribution of the dividends among them. 


In case of dissolution the capital stock 


will be shared between all the share- 
holders, those holding labor shares as 
well as capital shares. 
AVage earners 


under this measure also may participate 
in the management of the corporation. 


The law provides exemptions in favor 


of corporations formed under this law 
which it is hoped may help solve the 
problem of conflicts between capital and 
labor and reduce the number of strikes 
which increased in France from 261 in 
1802 to 1.073 in 1913. 


This law, it is held, will make mining 


shares less risky. Capital now hesitates 
«t investment in these stocks because of 
the frequency of strikes. The bringing 
of capital and labor into closer co-opera- 
tion in this way has been one of Pre- 
mier Briand's favorite projects. 


The law under dismission, of course, 


cannot make it obligatory upon all cor- 
porations to accept the participation of 
their employes; it only encourages it by 
offering advantages that other corpora- 
tions do not enjoy.

iJESUS RAISED LAZARUS FROM 


THE DEAD—EASTER LESSON. 


LESSON TEXTWonn 11:17-17. 43, 44. 
(Read 17 to 44). 
'GOLDEN TEXT-Jesus said unto her, 
I am the resurrection, and the life.—John 
11:26. 


This lesson occurred abont two 


months before the crucifixion, Jesus 
being In Bethabara at the time of this 
call (See John 10:40; 1:28). There 
are four recorded cases of resurrec- 
tion from the dead: Jalrns' daughter 
(Matt 9), the son of the widow of 
NaLn (Luke 7), Lazams, and also Je- 
sus after his crnciflilon (John 20). 


The Lesaon of Unbelief. Bethany, 


the home of Lazarus, is on the south- 
eastern slope of Mt. Olivet, two miles 
from Jerusalem. Christ and his dis- 
ciples were on the east side of the Jor- 
dan, having been driven there by the 
hostility of the Jews (John 10:31). He 
purposely delays his stay in that place 
.that this event might give nn oppor- 
tunity for the manifestation of his 
wonder-working power. 
This delay 


Was in face of his supernatural knowl- 
edge that Lazarus* sickness had been 
fatal, for he said plainly to his disci- 
ples, "Lazarus is dead." Philosophers 
have often called death a sleep, but al- 
ways one from which there was no 
awakening; hence the skepticism of 
these sisters Is not surprising. (1) 
They limited the power of Jesus to his 
person—"If thou hndst been here." (2) 
They also limited his power to a cer- 
tain place, "If thou hadst been here" 
<T. 21). 


II. The Lesson of Pain. The suffer- 


ing of these sisters produced sacrifice 
and self-devotion. 
Suffering brings 


blessing to others. It is also a means 
of self-culture. Suffering drives us to 
the Christ, and reveals to us the un- 
realized side of Christ's character 
(v. 25), 
Jesus is often never more 


kind than when be seems to be least 
kind. 
In the midst of her skepti- 


cism and pain Jesus gave Martha <t 
new and glorious thought abont the 
resurrection. "I am the resurrection 
and the life." If we desire that, all 
we have to do Is to get Jesus himself 
(I John 5:12).' Hcsurrcctlon has to 
do with the body, and life has to do 
with the spirit (John 17:3). All will 
ultimately experience resurrection, but 
only those who believe on him re- 


. ceive life (John 3:36). There Is a 


I resurrection of life and there Is n 


resurrection 
of 
damnation 
(John 


I C :29). 
Martha answered, "Tea Lord, 


I I believe that thou nrt the Christ, the 


Son of God." 
It Is nil-Important thnt 


we should really believe that (John 
20:81; I John 5:1-5). ' 


III. The Lesson of Love. Love al- 


ways manifests itself In deeds. Mnr- 
•thft secretly and quickly nrose nnd 
left tho wailing friends to go and 
meet the waiting Master. "Tho Mus- 
ter Is come." 
Ho still comes, and 


calls to us, and, if, like Martha, wo 
spring up gladly to moot him. he will 
fill our lives with blessing and Joy. Je- 
sus onmo to these sisters Individu- 
ally (vv. 21, 28). He had entered the 
danger zone in order to be there 
(T. 8), and It was Thomas, tho 
doubter, who wanted to accompany 
him (v. 16). "Jesus wept," not with 
the walling of professional mourners, 
but with the silent, grief-stricken sis- 
ters. 


IV. The Lesion of Power. Jesus 


had let natural causes work to their 
fullest extent. Coming to the tomb, 
Jesus said (T. 89), "Take ye away 
the stone." It was four days after the 
death of Lazarus before he cnme 
forth. Jesus was soon to die and 
rise In three days after his entomb- 
ment. The stone h.-id to be removed 
from the tomb of Lazarus; it rolled 
Itself away from the tomb of Christ. 
The restrictions which Christ placed 
upon his exercise of power, viz., that 
he allowed Lazarus to die, to be 
bnrled, and his body to reach the 
point of putrefaction, nnd not to come 
forth until Jesus himself, in his body, 
was present at the tomb, emphasizes 
the lesson of the restraint of power 
for the glory of God. Out of such 
extreme circumstances of seeming im- 
possibility God manifested his glory 
(Rom. 8:28). 


Browning has given us a wonder- 


fully imaginative picture of his re- 
newed life on earth: 
And oft the man's soul spring* Into hff 


face 


AB if h* saw again and heard again 
His »age that bade htm rise, . 
And he did rise. 


The effect of the miracle was two- 


fold. 
Many who were present be- 


lieved on Jesus, others did not. 


Some went to the Pharisees to 


relate what they had seen, only, to 
meet with rebuff. 


The remainder of the chapter is oc< 


cupied with the plotting of the Phari- 
sees against Jesus, and from this 
grave there stretches the shadow of 
a cross upon the path of Jesus. 


This miracle ranks next to Christ's 


own resurrection as a demonstration 
of Immortality. 


Are we on resurrection 
ground? 


Has the stone been rolled away? 


The resurrection of Lazarus proves 


that our earthly existence is only tem- 
porary, that our real existence is 
eternal.

Submarine Starvation Cam- 


paign Forces Increase 


of Tillage. 


Dublin, April 6.—(Correspondence of 


(he Associated Press.)—All Ireland ap 
pears to be engaged in one vast plough- 
i-- -™»ni.. plougLs ar« beinff drawn by 
every available typo of animal while 
men and women who never put their 
hand to a plough before have learned to 
<lo t he work in the submarine emergency. 
The Irish department of affricuHnrc 1ms 
thrown all its executive machinery into 
the effort to increase the tillage enor- 
mously and has obtained a decree under 
the defence of the realm act making a 
certain minimum percentage of extra 
tillage compulsory on every farmer in 
Ireland* holding more than ten acres of 
• land. 
, 
•This novel law requires that every 


fifrmer must till at least ten per cent of 
the arable part of his .holdings in addi- 
tion to whatever amount he tilled last 
year, unless ho is already cultivating 
ho per cent of his land, in which case he 
is not obliged to do more. There arc 
850,000 holdings to which this regula- 
tion applies, with an arable area of 14,- 
600,000 acres. 
' The department's county committees, 
which have for years been organized in 
every county of Ireland, have stopped all 
other work and put their experts and 
administrative staffs on the sole work 
jf food production- They have organized 
special committees in every parish and 
ffc mobilizing all the available supplies 


»f seeds, manures and" implements. Ma- 
:hinery for saving labor is to bo made 
to go as far as possible by a system ot 
local exchange. 
Few people realize what a tremendous 


asset Ireland has been to England dur- 
ing the war as a reservoir of foodstuffs. 


In the year before the war England s 


imports of foodstuffs from her leading 
sources of supply jvere as 
follows:

Would Bar War Profit.

-o low as to preclude a profit interest in 
wa r."

It is an open secret that 
Klbert H. (Jury of the United States Steel 
corporation has been asked by the coun* 
cil of national defense to do the same 
hinjr for steel products that the copper 
icople have done for copper products. 
A favorable answer is expected. 


Favors Conscription of Wealth.

ing their illness. A few weeks ago she 
suggested that she leave Japan with one 
of her boys, to further his education and 
fry to return to Germany.
